Sono stati compresi nell’elenco anche i verbi composti o de- 
rivati mediante suffissi dai verbi irregolari, e cid al fine di rag- 
giungere la massima completezza possibile. Ad esempio, oltre 1 
verbi stand, set, fall, come, speak ecc. si suno dati i verbi uan- 
derstand, withstand, beset, befall, bespeak ecc. In genere, 
{ verbi derivati e composti si coniugano come i verbi primari o 
radicali da cui hanno origine. 

Certi participii passati sono diventati prevalentemente agget- 
tivi verbali, e daremo qui alcuni esempi in proposito, desunti 
dalla celebre : Modern English Grammar » di J. C. NESFIELD.
